Mr, Svo-tt'u fourth and lail letter, dated 
30th June, 164$, inform) the Council 
that tbii more definite utatement wa* pre- 
aemedat the Colonial Oice bv himitlf on 
the 20ih of that month. In thii pa,p#r, 
the Memorialiati, »Toiding for the present 
any reference to (he redreu of the nu- 
merout grievance! which might perhaptbe 
deemed of lee* magnitude and urgency, 
confine (hemielreito an earneit recommen- 
Jjltonof certain nirxlificatioai of the exitt- 
ingor prrjpuaed regulation* 1 M auch altera- 
tion., ' it i» obaerved, " being contidered 
by yout memoralittt ai of paramount im- 
l>ort*oee to main lam the praiperity of 
ihe cul'in v, 01 well at the woollen •» 11111- 
fart u ret uf Great Britain, inaiinuch ai, 
line* the production of tine nroail in Ihete

The pointj they then proceed lo urge 
upon hit LonLthip'i attention are, briefly, 
u follow* .— Kjuetting leaaei fur twenty- 
one yean , connpeaaation for improve 
menu i the right of pre-emption J that 
there be mi compuliory purchatei of land, 
that lite C'tonn Land Cumm iationen be 
placed under (he tuperviiion of ifie Legii- 
lative Council , I hit the eitent of itauuna 
be not materially leitened ; and that the 
mineral reaervalium of the Crown be 
abrogated. 

At the in ten lew in which he presented 
thii ineinflrta!. Mr. .Scorr ital attured that 
it wai the iutenti.ui of th* Government to 
tnke into coniidrration the queiljon of the 
occupancy of the Crown lend, in Netv 
South Walei, and to bring in a hilt upon 
the tubject ; but he received no informa- 
tion relative to ill proriiioni- " How- 
ever faulty," he his, " may have been 
the policy which ha* been punued with 
regard lothe AueUitlian coloniti, I never' 
theleti entertain tanguitte hoprt that a 
contiderable modification of ihe exiiting 
■yilem may be looked for, and that thia 
finl ttep will be followed by a 
mild, iieady, and liberal line 
uf policy," Referring to the 
llill which had been introduced, by Lor/I 
MriNUiV, iuto Ibe Ifoute uf Lordi, to re- 
gulate the relation bet wee 11 landlord and 
tenant in Ireland, Mr. Scon aaya— "the 
character of that raeaiure evincet a due 
regard for the intcred* of occupicri of 
land on the property of private individual 
in that country , and I truat that few 
reepecf mil not if thotem fir the ftmmte 
»/tie Crrnn in a cttetant poufuvrn, where 
their corn plaint* cannot be eo r inly heard, 
or their grievance* *o promptly red-iet*ed.'' 
Tuwaidi the clote of hit letter, Mr. Scott 
leenif to fear he may hare tapremed him- 
aelf rather too hopefully with regard 10 
the forthcoming bill fur regulating our 
down land occupancy , for he tat a — "I 
would with to guard mytelf agairnt being 
tuppuied to entertain, Or 10 raiae in 
alters, undue eipectatiOBi aa to the full 
eitent of the meuure which the Govern- 
ment may introduce ; but I trust that (he 
bill may be conceived in ttieh a liberal 
and cootitlerate ij nil that Ibe principal 
hardihip* will ba alleviated." Wiih ill 
hit cautinuineia and moderation, however, 
Ur. Scott tea* deatined to lind, within a 
very few dayt after tbii letter wat del- 
patched, thai hn good impreleiori con- 
cerning Lord Srawur had been far too 
languine. From all we know of the 
Bill— fni , itrauge to aay, we cannot learn 
that a copy of it baa reached the colosy !

" Taking it for granted," they aay, 
" that the inlenmti of the tnnther country 
and of thii colony are perfectly tdrnt tern*, 
and that no meuure detrimental or in- 
jorioui to the one can ponibly be beneficial 
to the other, it cannot be to th* interett 
of tbe mother country, m amy tntfonce, to 
make enactmentt for the colony that are 
directly opposed to the viewi and wiihei 
of a large majority of the colonist 9 " 
Thii is petfectly true, and we an glad 
the Committee have asserted it with eo 
muchtpirtt. Lord Joiitr thr Whig, and 
Lord SitM.wih* Coneervative, have alike 
treated the colony in Ihe domineering 
ipiiit here rom plained of. 

In thii letter it given a full explana- 
tion of the circumitancet which led to the 
vote of censure plated by the Council no 
the S6th Augiitt hut — namely, " That 
it ia the opinion of thii House, that the 
Executive Government of thu colony, in 
taking from the revenue of the colony, to 
pay rewardi for in rurmaiiani agatott il- 
licit dittillalion, a larger 911m than wat 
appropriated to that arrviee by the Acta of 
thii Council, hurt actrd without lawful 
auiiarity." The tubitanee of the argu- 
ment* employed in the debate, for and 
again it, it clearly and impartially 
slated | and the letter cluart with 
the remark, that " the Cummittee 
have deemed it expedient to give 
a particular account of ihit affair, 
u the majority of the Council con- 
ceived it involved a principle of great 
importance lo the public liberty, and as a 
very dengerom precedent might Other- 
•viie have been «tahli»hed i they were 
also tktirou, a f ■hawing that the ma- 
jority were nut acting, on the occnion 
referred to, frum a principle of faction, 
oppoiitioti." 

The Ual letter in the aeries, from Ihe 
flraiua to Mr. Scott, it dated 10 recently 
at the 8th ultimo, and ii decidedly the 
best of the whole. It* object ii to direct 
Mr. Scorr'i attention " to the more im- 
portant point* connected with the pro- 
ceedings of the past ie anion of the Legit- 
lattve Council, at well 31 lo Ihoae mb- 
ject9 the delennitiatiou uf which ii ttill 
in abeyance, and which can only be 
adjusted by the Home Government." 

The Committee'! firil ground of corn- 
plaint ii, that although the opening ot the 
MMion had been, lu the very aerioui in- 
convenience of many of the mem ben, 
delayed until the end of Jnly, for the 
expreu purpotc of giving lime for the 
arrival of repliea from the ^tt uhf.i of 
Stitk, on the variout lubjectf that had 
been referred fur his Lordahip't deciiion, 
yet no reply had been lubteijuentty given 
m lo many of the appealt made to hit 
Lordahip by the Council. Thit tatdineu 
was the more galling, since 1 lie Govt a - 
sot's obnoxiou* despatches about the 
Squatting Regulation! were replied tu, 
not only promptly, but, all ihtnga con- 
sidered, with, indecent precipitancy. 

They complain also of the manner in 
which Ur. liort'j pending bill had been 
brought forward, u being another example 
of the rash and arbitrary legiilalion ad- 
verted to j H their previous deapatch. 

But the gem of thii letter is the para- 
graph in which the Committee, eoarrug 
above petty details, broadly uteri the 
right of Ihe colony to the adminitt ration 
of itt own public landt by lit own local 
legislature, We mutt quote a few of il* 
passages, 

" Whatever legulations may be adopted 
relative to the mcu Italian of waste landt, the 
Executive will, at no diitant period, receive 
art sasial ajwouni rrrnns* tquul to, 
if nof exceeding, that raited for Ike 
ordinary maintenance uf th* Gorernmenl. 
The pot iti on of Ihe two branches of the 
Legislature is spe r.ljly approaching a con- 
dition which would be paralleled in Eng- 
land if the Sovereign there railed tueae 
thirty or forty militant annntjtly by frirf ire 
of the Royal prrroyat tre, and seat eit- 
patoered to diepote entirely of tvei an 
amount without refertuce to the mitt of 
Fartimmenl. It must be quite obviotu 
that such a tttUe of thing! would be 
utterly irrecuncileable with tbe acknow- 
ledged principle) of ihe British Conatttu- 
tinq. It is, however, against a ttatt of 
thing* strictly analogaut to that here eug • 
geeted, that the Legislative Council have 
to protest. The claim of the Executive 
to raiie and appropriate an unlimited 
amount of revenue mutt, if maintained, 
render the principle of Itrpreeentutiee Go- 
vernment altogether nugatory. In seeking 
therefore fur red res* fur the grievance 
complained of in the Land Cjrievance Re- 

Crt, tbe Committee .submit that the 
giilative Council cannot regard any 
temporary compromise ur adjustment of 
the Regulatioiia of 2nd April, 1814), as 
calculated to efface the claima of the 
colony to a content ore - all the brcnehet 
Of tie rcrewire that may ht railed vithin 
if. '•/ whaterer dt 
toriat or ordinary," 

And it ii forcibly remarked, that " u 
no imttance hat the colony ntught at ihe 
ha. t.lt of the Imperial Gorrrnmtnt aay 
privilege or any eanctttion that had not 
been rastviovstv nam to CaNiiii." 

We thank Ihe rcirreiponiling Committee 
for Ihe able and energetic manner in 
which Ibey advocate Ihe intereata and the 
right* of the colony.
